Stairways led up the pyramid sides to 
the building. And the Maya did all this work without using 
metal tools! Some of the larger buildings took the Maya 
300 years to build.

After two days, Dr. Stephen 
Robinson uses the 
shuttle’s 50-foot robot 

arm to retrieve the satellite. 
He successfully scoops up the 
3,000-pound satellite and stows 
it back inside the shuttle.

The shuttle reentry and landing are also
